ONSIDERING the very definite religious instructions which Catholics 
receive over so long a period of time; considering the appealing exhorta- 
tions they hear over and over, both during their school days and later on from 
the pulpit; and considering the very special helps they have in the Sacra- 
meee, ments, it is indeed surprising that the Catholic body is 

} not generally conspicuous for its higher standards of life. 

Quite often we have to prove that Catholic criminals 
are not so numerous as those who are not of the fold: 
that the inmates in prisons, whose religion is listed as 
Catholic, are not so numerous as those whose religious 
affiliation is noted as Protestant. Not only should the 
number of Catholics in prison be conspicuously few, not 
only should Catholics be no worse than other people, but 
they should be decidedly better. 

Where is the hidden reason for the failure of Catho- 
lies to be an outstandingly good group in our land? The 
reason is in their insistence on “being conformed to this 
world.” In other words, Catholics are prone to adopt the

In many respects Protestants are exteriorly better than Catholics—and 
people can judge us only by our exterior, particularly if they be not inti- 
mately acquainted with us.

How Do We Know That 
The Bible Is Inspired ? 


| This ia the fourth of a series of 
talks on “The Bible” by Father John 
Corbett, S. J., associate editor of The 
Messenger of the Sacred Heart, 
delivered over Station WLWL, New 
York City. The subjects of the pre- 
ceding talks were: “The Books of the 
Bible’; “What Is Inspiration?” and 
“No Errors in the Bible.” 


I call your attention to two recent 
books on the Bible. The first is en- 
titled: “The Study of the Bible.” It 
is translated from the French by 
Father John C. Reville, S. J., and is 
a guide to Holy Scripture, explain- 
ing to the average reader how to de- 
rive the greatest benefit from its sa- 
cred pages.

We. hear much about the rights of people. Our Declaration of Inde” 
pendence calls attention to our inalienable rights, or those which we 
have by our very nature and of which no one may deprive us. 

Now, there is no right so inalienable as the right of the child to know 
as much as it can learn about its Creator, about its duties to Him, about life 
after death, and how happiness in eternity may be p Not only is this 
an inalienable right which parents, the State, the Church, must respect, but 
it is a duty imposed on everyone by the Creator and by the best interests 
of the individual. 

In most countries of the world the right to receive religious instruction 
is necognized by the State, and the State has a working arrangement with 
separate religious denominations whereby schools may be under religious 
auspices, the State paying for the secular instruction given in these 
In this country we have so many religious denominations that such an 
arrangement with the State would not be feasible. This offers one explana- 
tion for the private school, although it existed long before the public school 
system. All but the rationalistic societies, the radical socialist and bolahe- 
vist believe in religion in education. Russia, in its anxiety to rid the country 
of God, forbade religious instruction even in the churches to persons under 
eighteen years of age. Mexico, whose ruling powers are anti-Christian, is 
also seeking to prevent the religious instruction of youth. An anti-Christian 
government in France twenty-five years ago removed the very names ef God 
and Christ from all school text books, but more than one-half the people 
began to send their children to private religious schools. 

I have no thought in this article either of advocating the private school 
or of directing an unkind word against the public school. [f am rather deal- 
ing with religious education as one of the fundamental demands of Faith in 
accordance with the caption of my series of articles, 

We doubt if there be a Christian in the land who does not believe that 
the religious element should enter into education. What is this but an 
endorsement of the religious school idea? What is the purpose of the Boy 
Scouts, of the Girl Scouts, of the Hi-Y, if not to place the youth of the land 
under the influence of religion? Why are the Rotary and Kiwanis clubs so 
interested in the boy? Why do we have our youths chaperoned to the sum- 
mer camp by a religious director? What is the purpose of the Religious 
Education association which meets three days every year? Why do all de- 
nominations pass resolutions at their every Conference or Convention in 
favor of more religious training for the American youth? Why is there such 
widespread agitation for week-day religious instruction for public school 
children ? 

Who are they who are bent most on destroying the religious schools? 
They are the Bolsheviki of Russia, the atheistic organizations in several 
countries, the infidel organizations in our own country, which publish several 
scores of papers and periodicals. Their one motive in fighting the private 
school is to take religion away from the rising generation, so that sovietism 
will have a better chance in the next generation. Those who abet the move- 
ment to destroy the religious school may or may not sympathise with these 
radicals, but they are, for all that, helping them in their most anti-Christian 
purpose

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SOMETHING UNPRECEDENTED. 

On March 14th one hundred Protestant ministers of 
the City of Chicago, designated as “strongly Republican in 
national politics,” met to endorse one of the candidates for 
mayor to be voted on in April. It so happens that the pre- 
sent Mayor Dever has been nominated for re-election to 
succeed himself, and that his opponent is William Hale 
Thompson, who preceded Dever as mayor of this big city 
two terms, or a period of eight years. 

Dr. O. 8. Davis, President of the Chicago Theological 
Seminary, presided over the gathering of one hundred min- 
isters, and declared himself personally in favor of Dever. 
Then, Dr. James Ainslie, pastor of the Argyle Community 
Church, who said he was personally acquainted with Dever’s 
uprightness, moved that his candidacy be endorsed. Dr. 
John R. Nichols, President of the Chicago Church Federa- 
tion, seconded the motion. Then rose Rev. Perry J. Rice, 
head of the city missions of the Disciples of Christ and 
Chairman of the commission on religious education of the 
Chicago Church Federation, and declared “If we had noth- 
ing else but Mayor Dever’s clean personal life, we would 
have enough to warrant us, as ministers, in working for his 
election.” 

Now, why are we relating this in a paper that remains 
scrupulously out of politics? Only to point out two les- 
sons: 

First, that if the Catholic clergy of Chicago gathered 
together and endorsed one of the candidates for mayor 
there would be a genera) condemnation of the action in the 
2 city of Chicago, and the censure would reverberate over the 
Bs country. It would be a very evident sign that the Catholic 
Churclf is in politics. 

Then there is, secondly, the further lesson to be learned 
that a Catholic mayor, even in a city which is one-half 
Catholic, offers no danger to American institutions, to the 
public schools, to the rights and liberties of non-Catholics. 
Mayor Dever is a Catholic, yet the Chicago papers maintain 
that he has done more for the public schools of the city than 
any and all previous mayors combined; that there has never 
been even a breath of criticism directed against his personal 
character. His bitterest political enemies have not raised 
the charge of “graft” against him. The same may be said 
of Governor Smith, of New York. 

But the meeting of ministers is extraordinary from 
another point of view, and it is likely the first time in 
American history that the Protestant Church of Chicago has 
officially gone on record as endorsing the candidacy of 
Catholic for mayor, while all sorts of periodicals are repre- 
senting that it is not safe to place a Catholic in high office,

On the same date, March 14th, we read in associated 
press dispatches that Russia had denied admission to that 
country of a Protestant minister who had been wont to come 
from England to minister to a small contingent of mem- 
bers of his church. Yet, a few years ago, when the Catholic 
Orthodox and Uniate Churches were being persecuted in 
Russia, people did not have the suspicion that the feeling 
was tense against Protestant Christianity as well. Now no 
form of Christianity is wanted in Russia. 

In a few years, if Calles succeeds with his intentions in 
Mexico, Protestant Christianity will be under the ban just 
as much as Catholic Christianity in that country. Today 
the persecution is represented as anti-Catholic only because 
it pays Calles and his henchmen to have the sympathy of 
Protestant Anierica, and, particularly, the aggressive 
activity in his behalf of the anti-Catholic organizations in 
the United States. Later history wil! reveal the fact that 
even these anti-Catholic organizations have absolutely no 
sympathy for Protestantism, whose cause they pretend to 
have so much at heart now. The same anti-Christian spirit, 
prompted by the same aggressors, is responsible for the 
present movement against the foreigner in China. 

If Protestantism wishes to save itself it had better part 
company with all who propose to defend it by attacking the 
Catholic Church. The Catholic Church has never known 
successful defeat during the nineteen centuries of her ex- 
istence, and when any country or any combination of coun- 
tries succeed in overcoming her, Protestantism wil] go down 
with her. 
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Today is Passion Sunday. During Passiontide we 
should reflect, often, upon the suffering of Our Savior. Re- 
new all the good resolutions made at the beginning of Lent. 
Easter will bring greater joy to those, who have sorrowed 
with the Suffering Savior.
